Approv  al  of  the  sale  of  Saxon- 
burg:  Telephone  Co.  to  North 
Pittsburgh  Telephone  Co.  is  now- 
in  the  hands  of  the  state  Public 
Utility  Commission.

Saxon  burg  Telephone  Co.  sub- 
scribers and  minority  stockhold- 
ers won  one  round  in  their  bat- 
tle to  prevent  sale  of  the  Saxon- 
burg  firm  to  North  Pittsburgh 
when  a motion  by  Charles 
Thomas,  attorney  for  North 
Pittsburgh,  for  dismissal  of  the 
protest  was  rejected  by  PUC 
Examiner  Donovan  H.  Henry. 

It  was  the  protesters  day  in 
court  yesterday  when  a stream 
of  witnesses  argued  against  sale 
to  North  Pittsburgh  and  for 
sale  of  the  firm  to  Peoples  Tele- 
phone Co.,  Butler. 

Most  of  them  cited  the  social 
and  economic  ties  between  the 
community  served  by  the  Sax* 
onburg  utility  and  Butler. 

Zeno  Henninger.  president  ol 
Peoples,  also  testified  before  the 
examiner  over  the  protest  of  Mr. 
Thomas.  Mr.  Henninger  told  of 
negotiations  for  sale  between 
Saxonburg  Telephone  Co.  and  his 
firm. 

' He  also  reported  a purchase 
arrangement  by  which  Saxon- 
burg  Telephone  Co.  would  be 
split  — some  to  go  to  Peoples 
and  some  to  North  Pittsburgh.

He  said  R.  Frank  McKelvy,  gen- 
eral manager  of  North  Pitts- 
burgh. had  later  repudiated  the 
proposed  transaction. 

After  testimony  was  taken, 
however.  Henry  said  Henning- 
er’s  testimony  “offered  nothing" 
to  show  that  negotiations  be- 
tween Peoples  and  Saxonburg 
were  in  the  public  interest, 
something  the  PUC  desired. 

He  said  the  case  of  minority 
stockholders,  who  were  not  in- 
cluded in  the  sale  by  which 
North  Pittsburgh  was  to  buy 
majority  stock  from  Mrs.  Sergie 
Hughes,  president  of  the  Saxon- 
burg utility,  was  a civil  suit  and 
should  be  taken  to  court,  not 
heard  by  he  PUC.

Hears  Talk 
By  Educator 


"Education  for  Citizens  of  To- 
morrow” was  the  topic  of  a dis- 
cussion by  Dr.  C.  M.  Long,  of 
Slippery  Rock  State  Teacher  s 
College*  for  members  of  Clinton 
Township  P-TA  at  this  week’s 
meeting  in  the  school.

‘ group  without  prejudices. 

He  said  further  that  no  child  e 
possesses  either  prejudice  or 
resentments,  these  only  came  | r 
about  through  -'education'’  from  , 
parents  or  teachers.  He  challeng-  ( 
ed  parents  to  examine  their  own  . 
attitudes  for  signs  of  prejudice 
which  in  turn  were  reflected  in  , 
their  children's  lives.
